■ aun'eyora- began working Saturday to 
make the. rough" plans for the" building' of 
the new Shilpb tabernacle" at Dowies-farti* 
oub cily.of.Zion, a'nd ; by,thfl middle of the 
week the- excavations, for the Id g temple' 
wil I be started and it is expected that" "tbo 
work will have all been completed by the 
first. of next September. , -' ■ 

.The. temple will be the .greatest house 
for religious worship ever planned in this 
country, and its magnificence will recall 
the history of Nineveh arid Tyre. 

Bowie has planned to erect a. temple 
more grand than any ever erected to the 
prophets of Baal; and.it: will be one of the 
wonder* of the western world whori'Itis 
completed.- , At -the last-meeting of the 
church in Zion Dr. Dowie announced that 
the contracts for the famous tabernncle had 
been -let and tbnt the work would be pushed 
by the employment of > thousands of men. 
Like the building of the pyramids of Egypt 
every piece of iron and Btono that jjoes to 
the. tabernacle will be prepared for setting 
before it is brought to Zion and the gieat 
army of workmen will have nothing to do 
but to put the parts in position. . 
. In speaking of the monstrous building 
Dr.Dowie announced that it .would cost at 
least 8400,000, and it is possible that the 
cost may. reach nearly double this amount. 

It will be built entirely of stone and steel 
and will be eroded. nn the site of the watch 
lowe'foE" Zion City. 

Eight of the . largest steel firms in the 
country will be employed furnishing the 
materials for the new. build inp; and decorat- 
ors are. to be brought from all parts of the 
world to attend-to the work of decorating 
the exterior. The bull Jingwillbo a model 
of classic architecture and will be the larg- 
est building ot its kind ever built in the 
United Statca. ■ ■' 

. It will have the seating capacity of 16,- 
000 "people nnd >ill be" so built that n 
speaker can' be heard, in every part of the 
house. It will contain some five galleries 
and will be heated;' -with acentral. Heating 
plant, ' -It will tie lighted with; electricity 
from.a'plnnt put in for tbia express pur- 
pose. . - '- ' '-,., :. 
-: More/ than -'8.200,000 has ' already, been 
contributed forthe building of the temple. 

In speaking of the plan's : for the taber- 
nacle Dr..D*owie snidrrltisa'rioble.design 
and wonderful interior with>m"aiiy r neces- 
sities and conveniences which we. have need 
for years in handling the immense throngs 
of worshipers and in prepaVingthem for 
service. : We shall have, God willing,*^ 
beautiful' baptistry like unto a flowing river' 
We expect to be able to bnutii;e a thousand 
people" dn-hour. 

Dowie has also nude a plan to share the 
profits of the upbuilding of Zion with the 
laborers and he claims that the first city 
to have a profit sharing plan will be Zion 
City. In order to do this the Zion Build- 
ing and Manufacturing association has 
been organised with 'a capital stock of 
8500,000- This is taken in shares of 820 
each and Dowie claims that on these shares 
he will pay an annual dividend of at least 
7 per cent. All tbo profits made in "the 
building of the city are to ue divided 
among the people; This association will 
ho ve charge of every sort, of; bii ilding and 
work done in Zion and; only': the -members 
of tbe'ehurch will - be 'allowed tD share in 
the dividends. 1 At the end^bf 'each year 
the articles of agreement of the association 
provide that all profits of the year shall be 
divided nnd that. ten percent shall be paid 
to the church,' ten per cent to tbo share 
holders," and the. remainder after the inter- 
est ia paid shallgcffH; the 'laborers' employ- 
ed in the city, -every -man receivings an 
amount proportionate to theamount.'of his 
daily wages', . ,.:- —~ • 

One fifth o£ ; the" stock of the company 
was subscribed for man hour. It ib stated 
that this association will begin business at 
once and the first division' of profits will 
take place in July. In this agreement 
Dowie for the first timo refers to . bis prob- 
able death nnd bo assures his people that 
bebas'mido a will leavmg rdJJiJBjjropcrty

The Extra' Session of Uie Senate irlH 
,';: riobnhlj- be Concluded this Week 
'• . - . Cuban Ti'Pfity to Pass 

The repubiican meiiJl'::? bf the Senate- 
have completed their • program. '. for the 
Bpecial session and hope to adjourn not 
Inter thnn tbe end of- this. week. The 
Panama canal treaty will '.be ready for 
amenduient and a vote- will be taken.. It 
is understood that tbe Democrats will vote 
to amend the ngreement to provide for 
absolute ownership by tbo United States of 
zone of loud through which the canal will 
pass with the. right to fortify it, and will 
favor the elimination of article 4 which 
provides that under no circumstances will 
the United StntCB acquire territory at the 
expense of Columbia" or any other South 
American republic," Both of these amend- 
ments have been given careful conBidera- 
tion by the Republican steering committee 
which subsequently determined to ratify 
the treaty as negotiated. ' In some respects 
the amendments v^ere deemed desirable, 
but Secretary Hay udyised tbe lenders" of 
the Senate that any amendment would 
mean the failure of the treaty nnd the in- 
definite postponment of tbe canal nnd the 
changes were not deemed of sufficient im- 
portance to warrant that risk. 

Democratic senators have insisted on nn 
amendment to the Cuban treaty providing 
that it shall not go into operation until ap- 
proved by the congress and tho Republi- 
cans have ngreed to accept' such an amend- 
ment, such having already been favorably 
reported by. the committee on Foreign Re- 
lations- The vote on the Cuban treaty, the 
ratification of which is regarded as assured, 
will be taken as soon after tbe approval of 
the Panama treaty as possible. 

The Secretary of the ^Interior has an- 
nounced five irrigation projects which have 
been definitely settled and one other .which 
will; probably be selected in the near future. 
Those selected are- tbo Sweetwater dam, 
Wyoming, the Milk river project; .Mon- 
tana, the Gunnison Tunnel, Colorado, the 
Truckee project, Nevada, and the Salt 
river reservoir, Arizona; Secretary Hitch- 
cock .has authorized the expenditure, of 
J 8450,000 d urine the ensuing year on further 
investigations, boarings, etc: " The esti- 
mated cost of the projects already author- 
ized 'is 67,000,000 and it is estimated that 
they wili irrigate 600,000 acres. 'As Boon 
as these -lamia are irrigated they will be 
sold nt 81,25 per qcre plus] tbe cost of ir- 
rigation. 

The President has determined upon a 
quiet but thorough reorganization of the 
government departments and to that end, 
has called upon five of the younger bends 
of bureaus, Mr, Roosevelt is a great be- 
liever in young men and all. of those in- 
vited to confer.with him on the syBtemiza- 
tion nnd cordination of tbe government 
work are known as representing tbe 
younger and more energetic element in 
the service. It is anticipated that a ma- 
terial saving in time and money nnd the 
duplication of work will be/ effected as. a 
result of the report of this committee. 

Later— The Senate, by a vote of 73 to 5, 
ratified the Panama canal treaty without 
the change of a punctuation mark. Those 
voting against tbe treaty were Senators 
Daniel nnd Martin of Yirgluhv Morgan 
nnd Pcttus of Alabama, and Teller of Col- 
orado.

Senator 
Morgan entered on a dlrcusslon of Attor- 
ney General Knox's opinion as' to the 
. validity of the title to tho Panama Canal 
property which enn ho given by the now 
Panama Canal Conipnny. This opinion, 
he attacked as defective hi some points, 
ami especially in Its failure to deal with 
( tha Jurisdiction of tho French courts, 
'which have passed upon the canal eotn- 
pnuj's title. Ho asserted that tho. de- 
cree of the French court authorizing tho 
sale to the United States wna void, be- 
cause an Invasion of the rights of Co- 
lombia. Ho also contended with French 
legislation attempting to validate tho acts 
of tho French courts was as clearly with- 
out authority as the documents of tho 
court.. -Ho' declared ; that "If ';ColombIo 
has becomo or sbnll, become n. party. eta*' 
sentlhg to all these, proceedings, or If £ha 
Is not such' a party," hUd Is bound for ev- 
ery bond issued by the old Panama Canal 
Company for all the other debts of that 
company. contracted, for material. -furnish- 
ed- or work done for the canal." The 
Pauanin Canal Company, bo said, secur- 
ed on extension of Its concession In 1000 
■ for tho purpose of unloading the enter- 
prise on the United States; "This com- 
pany," ho said, "bought from tho Presi- 
dent 61. Colombia for 5,000,000 francs a 
prolongation" of tho extension for six 
years from the 2lBt at October, 1001. 
Thispforoscd agreement was laid before 
tho :Congress of Colombia, and was. re- 
jected. The constitution nnd laws of 
Colombia required thnt such . contracts 
should be confirmed by Congress,; but 
tho President of Colombia, in vlolntlon 
of both tho laws and the constitution, 
signed the contract and recelred tho $1,- 
000,000 In gold from the now Tanaina 
Canal Company. The Hduso :Of Itcpro- 
scntotlves thereupon voted that the of- 
fice of President of Colombia, was vacant 
nnd dissolved."

Tiio'votc was 
24 tor the nincndnicnt to 4tl against It. 
During 'the 'day Senator Morgan 1 offered 
n number of his aineud meats, but none of 
them. received more than ten or, twelve 
votes. Levi Aultcny, the. new Senator, 
from Washingt on, was sworn In,

ot the house Tomorrow morning, in- 
dications are that tbe session will 
prove of extraordinary Interest 

The spectacle- of former Speaker 
Sherman leading the forces in support 
of the measure submitted by his dead-, 
ly political enemy; the totnl disregard 
of party lines and factional differ- 
ences alike in Its discussion and the 
general Interest attaching to every 
movement nlong th<: line of civil ser- 
vice nro some of the reasons why. the 
attention of the entire state is direc- 
ted toward the house of representa- 
tives- at this time. "While the final 
hite of tlie uionsuru cnunot be fore- 
casted with any degree of certainty, 
Indications i:re that the bill will not 
be killed on tbe floor of the bouse 
unless upon its passage. An attempt 
to strike out the ennctlng clause was 
defeated Inst week by nn overwhelm- 
ing vote nnd there nppenrs to be ji 
strong Benttment nniong the members 
that nil should go on record on the 
mntter. ^ 

Hay Not Be ItccotrnlzMlilA. 

It Is likely, however, that after the 
bouse gets througlfVfth the bill to- 
morrow it will not be recognizable by 
its originators. From llfty to seventy- 
live mnciidmriits to tho original draft 
have been proposed nnd, while It Is 
not probable Hint anything like tlita 
number will be offered, It Is renson- 
alily certain that a Inrge number of 
changes will be offered nnd that more 
or less of them will he accepted. 

Whether or not Governor Totes or. 
former Speaker Sherman of any other 
of the lenders hi support of the meas- 
ure really desire Its passngc is a 
matter of much discussion; Aside 
from his desire for the general welfare 
of the commonweal th every politician 
has Ills personal Interests to consider. 
While the passage of the'blll would- 
take care of -many of Governor 
Yates' relatives nnd frlendB for years 
to come, It would undoubtedly detrnct 
from the strength of bis polltlcnl or- 
ganization and might jeopardize Uta 
chances for a reno ml nation. 

The governor's views upon the Bab- 
Ject were pointedly expressed in an- 
swer to an inquiry from a member of 
the bouse who desired to know If the 
executive desired tbe passage of the* 
bill. "I want what the Republican 
party wants," responded tlio. govern- 
or. "And if the party does not want 
civil service It should pass fewer res- 
olutions upon the subject,'! 

8henn«n'i Sp*»oh on the Floor.' 

Judge Sherman's sentiments roust be 
taken from tils speech upon the subject 
on the floor of the house, lie declared 
the present system la a relic of bnr- 
barlsm. Referring - to the action of the 
Republican Btntc convention in endors- 
ing civil service he declared that the 
question had gone too far and the 
members of the bouse could not sit In 
their seats and hamper and' cripple the 
bill and then go before the people with 
clean hands. Attacking no one, he con- 
fined his denunciations to the system 
which ho declared is responsible for 
tbe evils his pnrty and tho people of 
tbe state have endured. For the acrub 
women and men of small salary be 
pleaded "that they might enjoy their 
meagre earnings without' paying toll 
to rapacious politicians who would use 
the money thus wrung from them to 
maintain themselves In power, 

Another matter of special interest ' 
come before tho house tomorrow is 
tho consideration of the resolutions 
adopted by the ctframlttee on appro- 
priations in reference, to the state 
architect.

I stepped" into the oliice of tbe board 
of paidoiisjnst week with a view' of 
obtaining some information In regard 
to the workings or, the parole law. 
The information obtained will, " per- 
haps, be of interest to the public. 
The statistics given here are made up 
from the" records, of the prison "at 
Jollet, becnuee the jucii sent there 
'come from, all the large cities of the 
.state and, therefore,' It better repre- 
sents whnt Is commonly called the 
habitual criminal class than dues tbe 
Chester prison'. . ' 

I desire to submit some compari- 
sons and fdr that purpose will taKe 
tho Inst year thu definite law was 
In force nnd comporo it wilb the last 
fiscal year under the parole liny. The 
last year the definite sentence law was 
In force thero were 1,077 men con- 
fined In Jollet prieon, while the Inst 
■ year the parole law was In force the 
number hnd been reduced to 1,227. 

IlvDltual Criminal! Ilecoivod, 

The Inst year tbe definite sentence 
law was In. force habitual criminals 
were received* na follows: 313 for the 
second term, 80 for" the third term, 
13 for the fourth term, fi for the fifth 
term. The last year of the parole law 
prisoners were sent as follows: 50 for 
the second term, 7 for the third term, 
2 for tho fourth term. Under the defi- 
nite sentence law prisoners served an 
average of one year, seven months, 
eleven days. "Under tbe parole Inw 
they served an "average of two years, 
one month, tw.enty-flve days Inside the 
prison walls nnd" were- then required 
to serve one year, on pnrole. 

It will bo noticed that there Is a very 
great Increase In the time prisoners 
are confined under the parole Inw, 
At first this will Bcenr to oppose the 
theory of the parole Inw as n reforma- 
tory measure. Bui Investigation de- 
velops the fact that ;t bis Increase In 
average lime- scrvedUuiider the parole 
law arises from the ability of the 
board of pardons, to ntnln behind 
the jvnlls the men who persist In ct>m- 
mltthig^erime. Umjor the old low, 
the habitual criminal j coifid always 
get plenty .pf-'help,. from _ men of like 
chnrncter on'>tlie. oats!de : Qiid could al- 
ways employ -a;-, good ntt'orney Jo de- 
fend or to compromise with the stnte'B 
attorney on a- short sentence'; whereas', 
the poor fellow who had cmmnltted his' 
first crime while in a stale,, of intoxi- 
cation or driven by necessity to' do so, 
bad no one to help him and would 
generally get n much longer sentence 
than the person who had served two 
or three terms In prison. 

Condition It IlevoriDil. 

Now this condition of nfi'alrB Is di- 
rectly reversed and It Is the prisoner 
who has, persisted In committing crime 
that gets the longer term In prison, 
while the prisoner. Who Is serving hlB 
first term Is Bhown clemency unless 
the case Is n very bad one, such as 
the midnight robbery of a dwelling, 
houstf when the t prisoner Is armed, mi. 
outrage upon n'ehlld or something of 
that sort 

.The decrease In the number of pris- 
oners Is'nttrlbuted," by those who are 
familiar with the prison and tho char- 
acter of the men sent there, to tho 
operation of the pnrole law, almost 
entirely, because the habitual criminal 
understands that he will be severely 
punished and that ho can make no 
compromise by which ho will get a 
short sentence and," therefore, he will 
keep awny from the Btate so long ns 
the parole law Is in effect. While the 
parole law was enacted strictly ns a 
reformatory meaBurei and while It has 
been a great success in that regard, 
to as great an extent as Its frame™ 
anticipated, still It Is equally as use- 
ful In enabling the board to keep be- 
hind the bars the "habitual crimlnal.- 
It not Infrequently happens ftiat when 
the board begins to examine n case 
the membera.rflnd that the trial Judge 
and tho 'state'.s attorney, as well as 
other officers, .have recommended tbe. 
release of the man at the end of one 
year. This recommendation had been 
based upon the declaration of the man 
that, he had never before committed 
any crime and that he was. led Into 
It by Intoxication or for some other 
excuse, but when tbe board fully in- 
vestigates his case, they find that be 
has served one or more terms In prison 
and belongs leally to the habitual 
class. 

BeleMe of Prlionert. 

Afl an evidence of the manner In 
which the old law was enforced it 
might bo well to call attention to the 
fact tbat during tbe last year It was 
In operation 070 men were released 
from prison by virtue of the expira- 
tion of their sentence, while during 
tho last year under the parole law 
only 301 prisoners were released;, nnd 
those Intter were kept under the con- 
trol of the board on the outside for 
one year, and If any of them commit- 
ted crime he could toe returned-wlth- 
'out' trial; wherena the 070 went out an 
free men nnd if they committed a now 
crime had to be again tried and con- 
victed.

Steady, Gentle Firmness Is the First 
Requisite. 

Bursts of passion in .a little* child 
must be met by steady, gentle firm- 
ness on the- mother's slue. Loud out- 
cries should 1>£ hushed .hot by angry 
words, hut by; a grave quletneflB of 
voice and speech, which helps Jto * re- 
press them by mero force of contrast 

Passionate gestures, such as blows, 
kicks and drumming with the heels 
upon the floor, should be prevented by 
physical force if necessary/ Above all, 
this/thing., coveted. If it causes the 
child to fly Into a rage as the readiest 
means of obtaining it, should never 
bo 'granted. As -the child grows older

the fifth time since his marriage 
Nicholas has been disappointed, aud 
this time more acutely than before. 
Four daughters have been born to him 
at pretty regular intervals since '95,but 
now the Imperial court physicians cer- 
tify *o the premature confinement of 
the empress. 

The question of the Russian succes- 
sion Is by no means clear. According

oped a btttcr.qunrrel, during which Find- 
ley drew a revolver and fired ntGoeti- 
mann. Tho sailor fled from tho saloon, 
FIndley following, Lieut. Bradley hap- 
pened nlong'anfl seeing the serious situa- 
tion-tried to disarm FIndley. Tho polder' 
shot nt him three times, one bullet taking 
effect; ; Bradley had commanded the 
naval mtlltla division more thnn.threo 
years.

Ths fact that several thousand con> 
vlctf'-ln" MlpsisslppI havo been* practh 
cally liberated '"that their labor may bo 
employed in. guarding and strengthening 
tho lovces along the Mississippi river Il- 
lustrates, pretty clearly the alarming con- 
ditions pre vail ins at present' lu tho lower 
river country, 

It may, .bo surmised from .the charac- 
ter ; of -''tht precautions taken to avert 
dls actor in times of previous' floods,' as 
well ns from tho tone of tho dispatches 
coming "'from all points now, that the 
Tennessee, Arkansas, Mississippi nod 
Louisiana' lowland planters ore dolus lit- 
tle ehM'theso days and nights than striv- 
ing with 'might and main to keep tho 
river within hounds. 

They know that tho floods which hive 
created -alarm and even panic along the 
Ohio and Missouri, the upper Missis- 
sippi and tributaries will within a fow 
days-IncrenBCthe volume of the already 
swollen- lower' Mississippi to the danger 
point, and that the safety of their crops, 
their homes, and even their lands, Is de- 
pendent upon 'the stability of tho em- 
bankments which confine the Father of 
Waters wli/iln Its channel. 

It appears, that armed sentinels are 
patrolling these embankments at various 
points. hstweon Memphis "and Now Or- 
leans,' that the plnnteri aro.no less vigi- 
lant In the matter of guarding themselves 
against tho treachery of tho river than 
they aro In protecting themselves against 
tho treachery, of ninti, 

Tampering with tho levees li onn. o)E 
the most serious and most Infamous of- 
fenses tlidt can he committed on the 
lower. Mississippi, and the. person who 
cuts one of these embankments takes his 
life In his hnndi: For thero are men 
who, to relievo tho pressure of tho w at* 
cr upon tho levees protecting their own 
plantations, will. deliberately start a cro- 
raBBo abovo or below them, thus selfishly 
and criminally imperiling tho lives nod 
property of their neighbors. 

The fear which prevails that such nets 
of treachery" may ho committed at pres- 
ent, and tho popular sentiment toward 
thoso who may be gullty^of such perfidy, 
may be Imagined when It Is known that 
b nnd rede of tho liberated Mississippi 
convicts arc provided with guns and In- 
trusted with. the task of shooting down 
any man, Muck or white, who I* detect- 
ed in an attempt to cut an embankment. 
That tho Yazoo-MUsIsslppl levee board 
has token tho extreme measure of enlist- 
ing the service 'of convicts and intrusting 
thorn with arms Is sufficient to justify the 
belief that the worst flood the lower Mis- 
sissippi country has known for many 
years is expected: / 

COAL MEN SET FREE. 

Cblcnco Judge Instruct* a. Jury to 
Acquit tho Coal Huron*. 
Judge Oh'ctlaln, sitting la Chicago, put 
an end to tho prosecution of tho coal op- 
erators .Indicted by the recent speclsS 
grand jury -for Illegal combination and 
conspiracy In restraint of public trade. 
On the ground that the ■ transactions 
which formed the basb of tho charges 
were interstate' commerce, and, as such, 
the case was taken away from the Jury 
on an instruction to return a verdlet of 
"not guilty," and the defendants wero 
sot at liberty.;- Judge Cbctlain's decision 
that bo was without Jurisdiction In the 
matter was, he said, given with much re- 
luctance. 

The defendants and their counsel, ac- 
cording to a dispatch, wcro the happiest 
crowd of men' that ereri filed- out of a 
criminal court with a "verdict In their 
favor. When, during the coursoof Judge 
CbetlnhVs /reading, It. became' apparent 
'that ho wni to rule adversely to the 
Statb,- their. spirits rose to such an alti- 
tude, that it was with difficulty that th«y 
were* restrained. 

The action of tho court camo as n sur- 
priao to' -many who Iinvo followed tht 
Caso anfltwas not relished by the prose- 
cution, as It figured It had bultded up ■ 
strong cane. Judge Chetlaln, however, 
decided that the defendants were amen- 
able to tho Jaw, hut said that th>y must 
bo prosecuted, If prosecuted further at 
all, In tho United States courts, as the 
State courts had do Jurisdiction,

Czar Iioubi Sloit ProRrEntte Decree 
\ Since Emancipation, of Serf*. 
Throughout Russia now hopa'is born, 
by, "the Ozar's decreo granting; freedom" 
of religion to all noa-orthodoi subjects 
and establishing In some d eg re* local 
self-government In nil' bis 'domains.' . 
- Darkest Bus sin 'sees; .through, tho de- 
cree "the coming dawn* of _ a* new, era' an d 
tbo people, aro hailing. .it "with great joy. 
Thoy consider It one of : thh-most pralso- 
worthy acts their ruler has evor r - per- 
formed. It is the most significant act 
since the emancipation- of "the serfs'.. In 
port, tho text of .the decree reads V- ' ."'■ 

"In demanding tho fulfillment of 'this, 
our will, wo have Irrevocably decided to' 
satisfy the heeds for which the state has 
become rlpo, and- hnYO deemed it expe- 
dient to grant to all of. our subjects cf 
other Ui on the' orthodox religion, and to 
all foreign. persuasions, freedom of creed 
and worship in accordance ' with, their 
rites. - 

O "The, efforts of the state credit Insti- 
tutions and especially tho' nobles' and 
peasants', banks should he directed to 
strengthening and developing the wel- 
fare and fundamental pillars of BuftfJaa 
vlllnga life and that" of the local nobility, 
and peasantry. At the same time means, 
aro to be found to render it easier for 
tho Individual to sever connections with 
tho community to which ho belongs,- If 
ho so desires. 

"Without delay measures must bo tak- 
en to rcleaco the peasants from the pres- 
ent burdensome liability of forced labor. 
''Calling upon all our subjects to co- 
operato In strengthening tho mornl foun- 
dations of family, school and public life, 
wo command our ministers and chief offi- 
cials concerned la this matter to' submit 
to us their views regarding the execution 
of PUT Intentions." 

Although tho Jewish faith is not spe-, 
ci fie ally mentioned In the Czar's decree, 
it Is believed thnt the liberty granted to 
"all creeds" 1st Intended to Include tho 
Jews. 

Concerning the Improvements to take 
plnco In village life, the measure says: 

"Thorough reform 1b to be effected in 
the provincial government and district 
administrations by the local representa- 
tives, while attention will bo devoted to 
iccurlng 'closer co-operation hetweeu thu 
communal authorities and parochlnl trus- 
tees of the orthodox churches wherever 
possible. These principles marked out 
by us tor tho revision of the laws of tho 
rurnl population ore, when formulated, to 
bo referred to the provincial government 
councils, so that, with the assistance of 
persons enjoying the public's confidence, 
they may he further developed nnd 
adapted to the especial conditions of in- 
dividual localities.".; 

MAY CALL CONGRESa 
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Roosevelt -Wishes Cuban Reciprocity 
Treaty. Passed. 

It can bo stated on authority, says a 
Washington correspondent, that Presi- 
dent Boosovelt has not mado up his mind 
definitely to call an extraordinary session 
of tho Fifty-eighth Congress, but Is con- 
ildering tlte"prflCticabHIty of .doing eo\ 
When he was Informed thnt it was th« 
Intention of tho Senate so to amend the 
Cuban reciprocity treaty as to moke ac- 
tion on It by the Houre of Represents 
tires necessary, ho informed several 
members of the Senate that be would 
bold himself free to call an extraordinary 
lesslon of Congress to secure action for 
Cuba. No definite time for the meeting 
of the extraordinary session woS meni 
tloned by the President. 

Mr, Hoosevelt, the correspondent say*, 
la In earnest In his desire to havo tho 
Oubnn treaty "ratified and mado effective* 
It can be said that so strong Is this de> 
tiro that he even has considered the ad* 
rlsablllty of calling CongreBs together 
this spring If the Senate should p«rmit 
the Cuban troaty to fall through lack of 
a quorum, That, however, Is a contin- 
gency which ho considers improbable. The 
belief of tho President and of hla advis- 
ers Is that the' Senate will take definite 
actloa on both the Panama canal and Cu- 
ban treaties at tho present session. As- 
surances to this effect ho-ve been received 
from tho leaders of the Senate.
